For the levying of n rate upon land and 
upon iinprovementa. 

\V'nHi!K»s, tho Council nro empowered by 
tho Mui icipal Aot 181)2 to so.tlo, Impoao and 
levy rales and taxes upon land nnd upon ini- 
provenionta within tho Municipality, subject 
to tho exemptions therein sat forth; and to 
niako, alter and repeal b7>Iaws for ralsinK'a 
municipal rovenuo by taxes or rates upon land 
and upon Improvcmoots, and in each year to 
pass a by law for levying a rato or vatea on all 
tlio land nnd improvonienta upon tho assess- 
ment roll. 

lit It thoroforo enacted by tho Counoil oC tho 
Corporation ot tho City ot Victoria aa follows: 
1. 'I hero ia horoby Bottled, imposed 
nnd levied, nnd there ahall bo raised and col 
lucted, an ctiual rato oC one por cent and one 
half of ono par cent, upon the aaeeased value 
of nil land upon' the .assoaBDiiant roll 'for the 
year JS92 of the Corporation ol the city ot Vic 
torla. ' 

2. There Is hToby settled, Imposed nnd 
levied, nnii there shall he raised and collected, 
an u(|ual rate of ono por cent, and throe- 
eighths of one por cent, upon the asiesscd 
value ot all improvements upon the assosa- 
ment roll for tho year 181)2 of the Corporation 
of the City of Victoria,

A BY-LAW 

Respecting the expenditure of the Munici- 
pal Bevenuo for tho year 1892. 



W11I':R10AS It ia cxpedicnb to prorldo an 
aridillonnl sum of money lonieot tho rc- 
(luircmenta ot tho Board of Health; Bo it 
therefore enacted by Lho Council ot the Cor- 
poration of tho City of Victoiia as follows: 

1. In addition to tho amounts author- 
ized by tho l<8tlmatea by law, lf92. nnd the 
SupplL-mentary Eaiiinales ity-law, 1SLI2, for tlio 
purpose ot tho Board of Health; it shall be 
lawful to pay out of corporate funds such sums 
of Mioiiuy nut, howuver. exceedinn aaditionally 
in the nf,'(,'r(j;ato the bum of tlilrlyllvo thou- 
sand dollars, as may bo aulhorizcd irom time 
to tiriu! by resnlui ion ot tho Council of Iho Cor- 
poration for cx|)uiiR('s in cnnnection with tho 
lioaiil of Jlealth. Frovidi'd that before mak- 
iuK tho piiynieata tho Auditor has marked his 
initials against tlio total amount of the Vou- 
oher to certify to Its correctness, and tliat the 
OounoU have authorized the payment and 
that the sums paid and authorized are not in 
tho aggregate In excess of the sums appropria- 
ted by the Council for tho Servlco, 

2. It shall, however, bo lawful to pay to any 
person who has been employed In servlcea con- 
nected with thu Board of Health and who has 
been discharged or left tho employ of tho (Jor- 

f oral Inn; Bti<;hauinnof money as may bu duo. 
'rovided iliat tho t;iiiiirman of tho Ji'lnanco 
Conimittco has ecrtilled to the corrcctneasof 
tho payment, and lliu .Vuditor has iu oiieli case 
marked hia initials anaiuHL thu total amount of 
the Voucher: but tlio i''inance Coinniitteo are 
lo report all Buch pa>;nionls lo tho CoUDoil at 
ila (Irst roijular nuieting thenmftar,'

Ni:w YoRic, Sept. l.'i.-jActing under 
ordera of Oommandor Jacfb \V. Miller, 
of the lirst battalion iinvil reserve by 
direction of (loveinor I'lAver, over SO 
per cent of tho battalion rcjpnrted for aer- 
rioe this morning at Pii:!' :it!/ North Eivor. 
They were to start fur I Fire Island 
on tho iron atcnniboat j I'ogasus this 
morning and cany two j days provi- 
aions. Thoy aro , armed with Reining, 
ton rlQea, cutlasses and iovolvers, bo- 
sides four howitzers and \ four galling 
guns received from tho navy yard. 

Tho GOth regiment joined the naval re- 
serve at tho dock and also if'cnt on board 
tho Pegasus for transport to l'"iro Island. 
Two thousand rounds of atpmunition are 
stored on board. The usual llcalth Board 
daily bulletin stated that thiamorning thoro 
were no eaaes of cholera yet in the city. 

The cabin paoaengors of Uio Hamburg- 
American steamship Normanpia, whose un- 
enviable experience -of the Past few days 
has attracted tib tbiem widespilead attention 
and sympathy, have at length reached a 
haven of rest and safety. Lftto this after- 
noon, for tho first time in niWiy days, their 
feet touched mother oiirth, and to-night they 
are quartered in the Surf 'jhotel on Fire 
Island, surrounded by all the comforts of 
home, and by a cordon of solaiers, wlio will 
protect them from the attacks, tho hoots 
and jeers of the brutal rcsldcnia of tho 
Bay shore. The landing was) not effected 
without a great deal of trouble on the part 
of (lovernor Flower, l)r. Jenkins and tlioso 
others who have jumped into tho breach nt 
this time of peril and anxiety. Tho Gov- 
ernor was awake until all hours last night, 
devising means to relieve thu imfnrlunate 
passengers of tho Normanniii. from their 
hazardous posilicu. The best legal 
advice w.is sought l)y him, and 
tho coucluaion was reached that tlio 
injunction would not stand. Acting on this 
theory, tho Governor ordered tho Naval 
Reserve and several coinpanicEj of tho U9lh 
and ISOlli regiments of Stale militia to go 
to Firo Island to qnell tho turbulent spirit 
which existed among tho Ba>r men, whose 
heartless action regarding th^ unfortunate 
passengers had caused tho people through- 
out tho entire country to sUudder. This 
action taken and tho troopi dispatched, 
tho Supreme Court, in general term 
ut Ivings County, was appealed to 
to dissolve .tho injunction obtained 
yesterday, restraining the lauding of the 
passengers. After argument, pro und con, 
tho court promptly acceded to the appeal. 
The news was at onco tclegrapned to Fire 
Island nnd to those on lon:i; ^Lrs Ctphens, 
It caused- great joy to .tlio anxious ones on 
tho steamboat and..eprrc^poQd^g-consterna- 
tion among tho brutal ''residents of Islip, 
Babylon and other Points near by. The 
persons who have been - jproteoting their 
rights changed theie. minds upon this 
subject in very short order, and began 
leaving Fire Island in small boats 
for their homes on the shore. The 
piteous appeals of the unfortunate 
pasBcngera couhl not move theeo 
sturdy' clam diggers last night ; but when 
they heard that troops wouhlsoon bo on the 
scene they moved from tho ialand in a hurry 
und soon llio place was compuratively de- 
serted. Tho liealtli oliicers and state olii- 
ciala then began preparations for tlie recep- 
tion of the people on board tlio Ccpheua. 
About '2:;i() p. III. a tug was seen iipproaohing 
Dr. Vought and hia uosistunta hurried to 
the head of the ship ready to receive her. 
Vought was very much excited and took off 
bis hat and waved in a frantic manner. 
As the tug approached the Cephetis 
the passengers on her crowded to 
the rail and gave one yell of 
happiness. It could havo been heard for 
miles around. The band on tlio Cepheus 
struck up "Tho Red, White an, I Blue," and 
tho cheeeriug was kept up coutinuouiily fur 
live minutes. The lirst tug to make its ap- 
pearance was tho 1'. li. Wise. Slie iiiado 
lust t3 the stern of the Cepheus and a few 
minutes afterward, the tug Assistanee cxmo 
up. Later, a row-boat from llie Cepheus 
camo alongside tho dock. On her were V. 
T. Wall, who is to take charge of tho hotel 
for the State, R. Thompson, and 
three of his men, one of them 
a New York harbor policeman. Wall 
was the first to put bis feet on the dock. 
Ho was seized by a dozen bands and jostled 
around until ho begged for mercy. The 
Sheriff congratulated him warmly. Wall's 
feet touched terra firma at 2.34 p.m. A 
great shout went up from the steamer when 
it was aeon that ho had landed. Tho As- 
sistance was tho Qrat tug to place her hawser 
on tho piles of tho dock. Mr. Wall told Dr. 
Vought that 'lO/ paesengers were on board, 
lie aaid ho could i)laee all of them to-niglit. 
1'he first cabin paHsengera v/cro landed lirat; 
then camo the second class passengers. 
Tho tug was put fast to the ilock at 
.I.,").'). .Senator Mel'liersou, of Now Jersey, 
enveloped in a lieavy winter coat, was the 
first to jump on land. His hands were 
warmly graaped by tho men on the sli]). 
Ho looked in delicate health, but said he 
felt ]iretty well, considering tho strong 
presauro ho had undergone. >S. Tliomp- 
son was the next to jump ashore. He was 
attired in an Knglisli grey euit, Norfolk 
jacket. Ho looked haggard and worn. 
The purser of the Nortiianuia, with bags, 
next camo ashore. A, M. Palmer, the 
well - known theatrical manager, was 
tho last one to step on land. 

LoN DOM, .Sept. l.'i. — A laborer named 
McLeiater, is dead at CalJer, in Lanark- 
shire, Scotland, and it is feared that tho 
cause of neatli is Asiatic cholera, as tho dis- 
trict lias recently been infested by Hussians 
and Poles. 

QuAUANTiNi:, S. I., Sept. L'i This has 

been ii Any long to bo remeniberod in the 
cholera, light. Tho calling out of a naval 
roservo nnd the militia to overcome tho 
mob ut Firo Island, thu news that tho in- 
junction had been vacated, followed by Dr. 
Vought's telegram to Dr. Jonkiho, advising 
him of tho landing of the Normannia's un- 
fortunate paasengera on Firo Island, have 
all been passed upon here at the health 
officer's headquarters. When the.' landing 
was finally ofifeoted the dootor was overjoyed 
as he had been deeply distrosaed over the 
conditions aurronndin;; tho Normania's 
passengers. Dr. Walset retumod from a 



tour of inspection at -1:30 this afternoon, 
and stated that he had visited both HofTm-n 
and Swinburn islands, aa well na the pest 
ships, und found no change from yesterday, 
and that all was well. 



THE TEAIN ROBBERS. 

Three of the Pursuers lUUed— Desperate Work 
Looked for When Ibey Are Slgbtea. 

Visalia, Cal., Sep.t 13.— Several parties 
of three or four each, stiirtcd for Samson's 
Flat on receipt of tho news that Sontag and 
Evans hud killed three men engaged in 
hunting them. It ia confidently believed 
that they .will be killed or captured before 
the next;24''honra expire. ' " 

FuESNpi Sept. I3.-r-Tbe ,Btartlln?[ intelli- 
gence wMlreoeived dtVtbe sh'eriGT'B office at 
'A o'oIocIe ' this afternoon,' that Evans 
and Sontag had been found at 
the house of a man named Young, 
at Simpson's flat, about forty miles 
from here, and that in the battle that en- 
sued three men hud been killed and. others 
hurt. Tho account is autlieutio, na it came 
by telephone from Constublo Warren Hill 
of Sanger, who escaped from tho fight with- 
out hia horao, it having been shot from 
under him in the fight. Sheriff Hens- 
ley, upon receipt of the news, 
begun to collect a posse aa hurriedly as pos- 
sible to net out for the aceno of thu killing. 
Warren Hill instructed tlie otlicera from 
here to meet him at Dunlup'a to-night, and 
accordingly tho officers from Fresno will 
reach thut placo with all haste. Tho shoot- 
ing was done from Young's house. Aa tho 
men were going down tho trail, livans and 
Soutagthrew open thedoor,and fired on them. 
Immediately after the shooting the robbers 
escaped, without uny intcrforeuco, further 
into tho mountains in a northeasterly di- 
rection. Sheriff Hensloy left this ufternoon 
upon receipt of nowa of the killing, and will 
meet a posso from Visalia at Dunlap to- 
night, and a determined effort will bo 
made to bring tho outlaws in dead or 
ulivo. Further information ia received 
by wire as to how the fight occurred. 
Tho Indian trailers were walking down tho 
path toward Young's hoaae on Samson's 
flat, not knowing that. EvBD* and Sontag 
were there. They, ha^' just, gob,' inside the 
yard wheh-Evans and ' Sontag opened fire.' 
Warren HHl left Witty and Smith incharga 
of the dead and setout for the nearest point 
on the flumo where ho could lelephono for 
ttsaiatauce.

TRADES AND LABOR CONliKESS. 

Municipal Control of Lights and Traniwaya 
-An Klght Hour Day-Tlio 
Chinese (Question. 

TOKONTO, Sept. 13. — At the Dominion 
Trades and Labor Congress resolutions have 
been passed unanimously in favor.of muni- 
cipalities owning all electric light plants, 
Waterworks, ferries and street railways, and 
tho Federal Government owning and con- 
trolling al! railways and telegraph and tele- 
phone' lines. 

Lowoc.provinco delegates moved a rerolu- 
tion in favor of a nine-hour day frtr women 
and children tniployed in workshops and 
factories, but an amendment making it 
eight hours was carried by an overwelming 
majority after a hot debate. 

A resolution was adopted unanimously 
declaring the admission of Chineac a menace 
and an undeniable danger to tho moral and 
material interests of Canada, nnd that it 
should bo totally prohibited ; and that as tho 
presence of tlioto now in Cunuda entails an 
extra and special expense on the whole 
people of those provinces in whicli they so- 
journ in larco numbers, a special annual 
poll tax of §100 bo imposed on euoli China- 
man after a given date. The .J.ipaiieao were 
included in tho foregoing, which was car- 
ried with much enthusiasm. 



ConNiil Kvrtcr's Experiences. 

Coi'KNliAitKN', Sept. 13. — It ia claimed 
that American Consul Ryder so fur from 
having confessed tho frauds charged against 
him, has persistently denied them, although 
ho has been subject to nearly 50 examina- 
tions by tho magistrate, whoso powers are 
similar to those of the French judgo of in- 
structions. These repeated examinations 
have unnerved Ryder to audi a degree that 
it ia a (iueation whether ho is ia his right 
mind. When removed from his cell to he 
subjected ro one of these inquisitorial audi- 
ences, he rave8,..resi8ta the guards by kick- 
ing them, niici dashes' himself against the 
ground. The" guards then chain him in 
order to hold him to subjeotion. The Amer- 
ican Minister, 0. E. Carr, ia reported to 
have examined Ryder in regard to the af- 
fairs of the consulate. 

Not a .Scveulh Soil, 
I^KltMN", Sept. 13. — Tho Nord Doutoho 
Alleganieine Zeitung Gays that many lead- 
ing citizens hud urrunged that in case the- 
li^mpcror's seventh child should be a boy all 
tho Germans should stand god fathers. It 
is believed that the ooogratulations to the 
l''mpcror will assume a special national 
form. The Empress and infant are doing 
well. 

A Crnnil Dnhe to Marry a'^VIdon. 

Moscow, Sept. 13. — Tho report that the 
Grand Puke Nicholas is to marry an untitled 
widow is coidiniied. She ia inur.enBcly 
woaltliy and lives on the estates, near Burin, 
left her by her luiabaiid, who was a fur 
dealer. The Grand Duke will renounce all 
his special riphts in order that ho may 
marry her. 

A Ccrninii rrlncrs Horn. 

1)EKI.IN'> Sept. l.'!.-^At halfipaat 1 o'cloclc 
this morning the German Empress gave 
birth to a daughter, the first daughter born 
to tho Imperial couple. The bhild was born 
in tho palace at Potsdam. 

The Ameers Call to Arnit. 

Simla, Sept. 13. — Tho Russians are said 
to be centering their forces in the Murghab 
Valley, with the intention of renewing the 
conflict in the Pamirs next spring. The 
Ameer has sent a letter to thu vassal 
Khana, complaining that Russia is en- 
croaching upon his territory, and exhorting 
tlicm to arms.

Tho 
action of tho cornniander of the Mohican in 
this eaao will fall entirely ou tho native 
hunters, for not only did they loso their 
spring catoh, hut thoy have been afraid to 
hunt sines.

Canada Has Bone all - Siie {-Honorably 
Can to Pre scire Gooil Feeling 
With the States. 



: : At tb'e. '^political pioaio held in Febrolta, 
' eh the ' 6tli ''inst.. Sir John Thompaon made 

wa atlo ttQd iuterestinj;; ajieeoh. Amonp 
other iniliors, ho diaciissed tho Cimal Tolls 
question. Thia is whut ho a^id on tluit im- 
portant 8ul)joct : 

The Uovcranicul hnd been often accused 
. ,oE adopting an attitude hostile to £he 
'MTnited States. This aoausation had come 
' to them from tliat country recently by a 
mcuauro called retaliation. The atatGuicat 
. had come that they had acted unfairly and 
•ontrikry to the treaty obligatioos with that 
.1 country with regard to our oanals. ' He had 
to say that. the-Governmehtot Cuiada had 
always . h^ea ,ia. favor, of: .niakiog any 
srrBDgement with that country which would 
ioorease our trade, provided tliia could be 
got on fair terms, terms which any British 
people OQuld honorably accept, and terms 
which would not oompromiae the future ia 
depondenoo of our country. (Loud cheera. ) 
Our frienda across tho lino were over-alioot 
ing tho mark when tlicy stated that 
Canada, had acted dishonorably or uu- 
fairly towards them in our policy 
with regard to tho canals. Ho appealed to 
every man and woman in tho audience wheu 
ho stated tlmt tho enormous sums which 
CAuada had expended upon her canals liad 
boon expended as much for the bcnelit, and 
hud resulted na nuich ior tho benefit, of the 
people of the western states as for the people 
of Canada. Kvory foot which Canada hud 
dQcpeueJ her canals or widened them, and 
every additional look or canal which Ciuiada 
kad built, helped the western farmer of the 
United States to reach his markets and en- 
hanced tho value of hia products. (licar, 
hear.) They liad hud these canals upon the 
lamo terms as our own people, bearing not 
one dollar of tho burden which it had cost 
to build them, and becauao Canada hud 
i;ivcn a bonus as an advaatugo to our lake 
marine and shipping to cause them to seek 
our own ports it hud bceu declared con- 
trary to the observalioa of treaty. Canada 
,'_.bad dono^lnothing of the kiud. They had 
' riolatcd no treaty obligations and liad made 
BO promises that involved a sini;lo right pos- 
sessed by Cauadiana. (Applause.) What thej. 
had done with regard to the canals was strict- 
ly within their rights. He hoped then that 
the measare adoftted by the Administration 
' of the United Scutes at a time of temporary 
irritation would he the moana of leading 
- tbab conatry to. believe that Canada' is not 
disposed to tneet them io the same mood. 
^Xhe Government of Caoada had offered all 
that the dignity and honor of this . country 
\ronld allow in the way of reconciliation. 
Tho Government had said that while tho re- 
bate ayetem was not a violation of any 
treaty, thoy were willing In discontinue it 
after the present year, not because of any 
wrong involved, but simply for the sake of 
peace and good neighborhood. Tlicy were 
willing to avoid all points of friction, knows 
how many there were ; they were willing 
to avoid quarrels as far us tho minds 
of the Goverument and of the country would 
allow, and, when tho United States asked 
theiu to do more, tliey had simply to say no. 
(Applause. ) The Govercrnent of Canada had 
never adopted the measure established by 
their own people with the view of injuring 
tho coniuicrce of the United States, and 
the Government of Canada would never 
break faith with their own people, or with 
the people of any nation on the face of the 
earth for that matter. He believed Ihut 
tho spirit of the C-madian people would sutj- 
tain tho Clovernnicut in this (juarrcl, not 
only upon tlie merits of the quarrel itself, 
but upon tlio eplrit of independence of the 
Canadian people, a spirit which he was 
proud to know was growing stronger and 
stronger every day from one end of tho 
country to tho otiier. (Applause.) Ho hud 
told them now the policy of the Canadian 
Governmenc towards tho United States. 
They had been counselled time and time 
af;ain to return retaliation by retaliation. 
They had been told that upon tho Wellaud 
Canal they could retuliato with sovcrity 
upon United States commerce. Other 
places had been pointed out where equal 
harm to that commerce could be done, but 
the GovcrDmcnt of Canada declined to bear 
themselves thus in any international quar- 
rel, for in view of the great country which 
they po.sacsaed, in view of their great des- 
tiny, the Govcrniuent of Canada believed 
that the people of this country could aGTord 
to bear themsolves with patience now, and 
refrain from injuring in tho slii^'htest 
degree tho comnierco of their neighbors. 
(Applause.) That policy, ho was sure, 
-would b« approved l>y the present gather- 
ing. 

A WONDE]l OF TllK WORLD, 

31 r. Huck, of Everett, Secures a Valuable 
Specimen on the Toil of ilulr (llacier. 

PoHT TowiiSEND, Sept. M,— (Special. )— 
The steamer City of Topeka, which arrived 
down from Alaskan ports early Tuesday 
morning, brought a mammoth skeleton that 
■was tho conlre of attraction to a largo num- 
ber of sightseers at the Pacific wharf, yes- 
terday. The skeleton is that of a Uham- 
phoreutea, or whalo-lizard, the second one 
known to bo in existence. Tho other, a 
much snaller specimen, was found, aome 
years ago, near Oxford, England, and ia 
one of the most valuable spooimons now on 
exhibition at the British Museum. Mr. J. 
L. Buck, of ICverett, claims the honor of 
having brought this valuable relio to light, 
although it was discovered over four years 
ago by a prospector named Frank Wil- 
loughl>y. 'I"he spot where the skeleton was 
found by I!uck, who wont north for thai 
purpose, was nearly a milo from Us original 
locution. Tlio akelotoa was finally located 
by Duck and his assistants on top of tho 
celebrated jMuir Glacier, six miles inland 
and 500 feet above tho saa level, securely 
imbedded in a large cako of ice, requiring 
tho services of the entire party for two days 
to dialodgo it. At some tinie during its ex- 
istence the skeleton wus badly shattered, 
presumably by a fall or by being crushed, 
und as a consequencp was somewhat dam- 
aged when taken out. 

Tho Rhamphorcatos, or whale-lizard, has 
been c:<tinct for over five ccntuaics, and ia 
described in n iiural liistory as tlio "King of 
the land aud the sea," this cognomen being 
undoubtedly bused on the fact that it \ii\s 
ciiually at homo in the water, on land or in 
tho air. In tho first instance the rate of 
Kpeed obtained wua something terrific, the 
>nomentum bjing produced wilii the legs, 
while the enornioua wings served to keep 
the body out of tiio water, the operation 
bordering on the impossible feat of "walk- 
ing on the water." 

The great size of tho whale-lizard can be 



judged from the fact that a single bone 
weighed 7S)-t pounds, while the entire akelo- 
toa tipped tho acales at 2,400 pounds, The 
bones will bo put together by Mr. Buck at 
hia home in Everett, and, after being ex- 
hibited, will bo sent to tho Smithsonian In- 
stitute for exhibition at the World's ITair. 
The specimen is valued at $30,000.

If a report received in the city, yesterday 
morning, bo correct, tliero is trouble brew 
ing in tho Upper Country. A private 
letter atatoa that in that sectiou of West 
Kootenay where work on what was form 
erly known as the Baillio-Grohman reclam 
ation scheme is being carried on, the 
Indians are becoming excited, and have 
taken possession of the work, which they 
threaten to destroy. 

The work oj tho Baillio-Grohman syndi- 
cate which got into diliiculties and was un- 
able to go ahead, was some time ago taken 
up by tho Alberta and British Columbia 
Reclamation Company, of which Messrs. 
Kcefer & Smith are the engineers. They 
have been making good progress this season 
with the undertakbg, and it will be unfor- 
tunate indeed if they should now be slop- 
ped, even tempororily. 

The news of the trouble is very meagre, 
only a reference to it being made in tho let- 
ter referred to. Supt. Hussey, of the Pro- 
vincial Police, says he bad had no advice 
yet of 3,ny trouble and thinks it there had 
been any ho would have been informed — 
that is if it was of such a nature as to re- 
quire the intervention of the authorities, 
The Indians in tho Kootenay country uro 
mostly Blackfeot and have heretofore caused 
little, if any, disturbance. Further parti- 
culars, or a denial of the story, are awaited 
with Interest.

THE NEXT PREMIEE. 

The Montreal Gazette is very decided in 
what it says about tho Premiersliip. It 
does not hesitate a moment in saying who 
should be Sir John Abbott's successor if 
that gentleman should unfortunately find it 
necessary, aa ho has already quite plainly 
intimated, to retire from public life. Dis- 
' cussing the political s'itu&tion in its issue of 
the 7th inst., the Gazette sayfi : 

There is, however, one man in tho Con- 
aervative ranks who by common accord is 
■ designated the sucoessor of Sir J ohn Abbott, 

' ahoiiM 80 regrettable a contingency aa the 
latter'a retirement oecnr. We refer to Sir 
John Tbbmpsbn. Intellectually he to were 
far above his colleagues in the Commons ; 
iiis mottio has been tried and proved iu the 
furnace of hot political combat ; hia loyalty 
to his party is exceeded only by hia loyalty 

' to his country ; his character and record 
are without spot or blemish ; he is in the 
prime of life, and already the leader of 
hia party in tho popular chamber. Sir 
John Thompson, however, does cot aspire 
to tho Premiership. Ho has already once 
declined to accept the high ofiieo, and 
only his devotion to tho cause and party 
with which ho is asaooiated can, we believe, 
induce him to continue tho Eaorificca en- 
tailed in the laborious ofEce ho lias tilled 
with such signal success. But if tho occas- 
ion should arise when Sir John Thompson ( 
will again be summoned to undertake the 
task of forming a government, ho can rest 
assured of the devoted support of the Con- 
acrvative parliamentary party, and, 
wo are persuaded, of tho full con- 
fidence of the majority of the Can- 
adian pooplo as well. The enemies bo 
has made are high testimony to his worth 
and ability ; their approbation would ex- 
pose him to the distrust of liberal-minded 
men. We do not know, however, that Sir 
•Joba Thompson will for a long time be 
'balled upon to.lead the Government. Cer- 
tainly not while Sir John Abbott can con- 
tinue the duties of the position be so emi- 
nently graces, and we can only hope that 
the Premier's health will be shortly re- 
stored to its former' vigor. 

All observant Conservattros (we hid al- 
most written "Canadians") will agree with 
the Gazette in hoping that the day is far 
distant when Sir John Abbott will find it 
necessary to retire from a position he has 
filled so well and the duties of which he has 
performed with so much ability and such 
acceptance to the great majority of intelli- 
gent men in tho Dominion. 

A DAD LOOKOUT. 

It is a common saying that " every Jack 
has his Jill," but ^the census compilers have 
found that this is not true of tho United 
States of America at any rate. In tho 
Groat Ropublio there ia not a Jill for every 
Jack, OS the following figures plainly show : 
'. The sexes have compared aa follows, iu 
the three last census years : In 1870, 

' there were 97,801 females to every 100,000 
males,' , so : that out of every million men 
27,990 were doomed to celibacy. In 18KU, 
there were 96,544 females to every 100,000 
males, so that out of. every million men 
34,560 could not find wives. In 1890, there 
wei-o 9,'), 280 females to every 100,000 male?, 
HO that out of every million men there were 
-47,200 who had no female counterparts. 

This portends a dreadful stfite of things. 
If tho women continue for a few centuries 

-•more to diminish in. pibpbrtlqn to the men, 
ihe Jills will be. at a premium, and any 
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number of disconsolate Jacks will have to 
go through this weary, woary world, wife- 
less. 



ft^'^-A^DEAD QROAN. 

Tho newspapers from Eistorn Canada in- 
form US that tho Standard, Henry Ooorgo'a 
single-tax paper, is dead. Wo oannot say 
that we are surprised at this. AUhoiigh 
many, blinded by the beauty of Oeorgn'a 
stylo, ond deluded by tho fine uivd pliilau- 
thropio theories which ho apuii, ui'i-nplrd 
George's economic system, yot wlioii tlmy 
had timo to think over il llu-y nnmt hivvo 
seen that it rertlly ia a syatom of wholosnln 
robbery, and, oonsequently, rojeotod it-. 

We have always found It diflloult to un- 
derstand how any mnu who i.i both honest 
and intelligent, could accept l!io dooliini's 
taught by Ileury (George. Ai\ hoiirat mnu 
who is not intelligent may bn unublo tn in'o 
tho truo nature of George's syatoiu, and an 
intelligent man who is not honest, might bu 
willing enough to rob tho owuura of land 
provided ho and his olass wore benelitod by 
the robbery, but It seems to us tliat lliu 
man who is both honoat and iutulligont 
could not entertain that system one moment 
a'ter he beoanie aware of its triie nature. 

Robbery — plain, bold, undisguised rob- 
bery — is at tho bottom of Henry George's 
theory. Gcorgo himself tnkea no trouble to 
disguise its truo nature. IIo would doprivo 
every land owner, anmll as well as groat, of 
hia property, and ho lauglia at the idea of 
giving him tho slightest compensation for 
what be would take away. George tries to 
make his disciples believe that property in 
laud ia diffL-reut from property in other 
things, and ho therefore teaches that, 
although it is wrong to steal from a man tho 
fruits of his labor, it is not wrong to steal 
from him the land whioh he has purchased 
with the fruits of his labor. • 

The thinkors of the world soon saw that 
there ia nothing in George's schnme to 
abolish poverty by abolishing property 
in land, but many men who aro 
not thinkers, charmed by the glitter of 
George's style, still believe thai if no one 
were allowed to own land, society would, in 
some mysterious way, be regenerated, and 
tho unequal distribution of wealth, which ao 
many deplore, would ccaso to vex the 
reformer ond pain tho philanthropist. 
But tho suapicion, even among George's 
disciples, is gaining ground that there 
is a fallacy in his reasoning, that 
there must be a flaw in bis theory which 
they are unable to see, and conacc|uontly 
their faith in their teaoher'a infallibility is 
weakening. The demise of tho Standard is 
a pretty sure indication of this, for if the 
faith of tho multitude of converts that 
George boasts of having made remained 
lively and strong they would surely be able 
to keep alive the paper started to hasten 
the disappearance of poverty from the 
earth. 

Like other quack rcmediea George's 
theory will have its day. It may have a great 
run while it lasts, but: it is certain to share 
the fate of tho fiat money craze and the 
hundred and one fine schemea to make man 
happy and prosperous without tho exercise 
of virtues that havo unhappily with a great 
many become old-fashioned. 

It is easy to regard tho fooliahnesa of 
George's philosophy with good-humored 
toleration aa the dream of an amiable en- 
thusiast, but the wickedness of it, whieh is 
its foundation, deserves and must receive 
the reprobation of all honest men, high and 
humble, learned and unlearned. 



DEMORALIZED BT FEAR. 

Fear, when it J>ecomes extreme, is even 
more cruel than jealousy, and we have good 

warrant for believing that jealousy is as 
cruel as the grave. When men are mas- 
tered by fear thoy become insanely selfish. 
They oannot reason and they do not want 
to try. Eseapo from tho danger that 
threatens and the preservation of their lives 
are all that they think about, and that in a 
frenzied way. They aro ready to do any- 
thing to aave themaelvca. Nothing ia al- 
lowed to stand between thera and- what 
they regard as safety. All obstaclcK must 
bo pushed out of the way at any coat. Re- 
gard for the interests of others is lost sight 
of, and a panic-atricken crowd are dead to 
all feelings of humanity. Under the in- 
tluenco of fear the tender-hearted become 
brutally cruel and tho generous aro trana- 
formcd into deniocH of Bclfiahnesa. 

Fear, too, is contagious. It spreads more 
quickly than any disease. A few timid 
people will, when circumstances are favor- 
able, impart their fears oven to the most 
stout-hearted, and cause thorn to act in a 
way that, after the panic ia over, oauHC« 
them unaneakablc shaiiie and humiliation. 

Thcao considerations ahould cause tho 
public to view with pity, as well as Indig- 
nation, tho conduct of tho inhabitaati of 
Fire Island. Theao people, liko many olhera, 
no doubt have a dread of the cholera that 
may, without impropriety, Ijo denominated 
insane. Tho proposal to latid on tlieir 
shores pasaengera from a pcat-Btrickon ves- 
sel exoited them terribly. Wbea they as- 
sembled and talked'to each other about the 
danger that threatened them, the excite- 
ment became more violent and more intense.

They could not feel 
uonipasalon for the women and child- 
rou who wero siilTering for want 
of food, and ahelter on board tho small vessel 
wliioli had no proper aeconimodation for 
tlioin. They drove them from the shore as 
nn'roilrsaly au If thoy were so many savages. 
And tlui ovornuistering fear which posses- 
sod tliom lilio an evil spirit, did for the 
lliim tranfiform them into savages. It can 
li;u-dly bo saiil that people in their state of 
mind aro luaponsiblu for their acts. Those 
moal to blame wore the authorities. They 
ought tn havo known that the islanders 
would (ippoHo the landing among them of 
IKviiat'iigcira from a ship in whioh puesengora 
had lii'en ill and had died of tho cholera. 
'Phoy tliDuld have had on the apot a force 
aullluiunt to havo clVectcd a landing iu spite 
of all opposition. This would not have 
boon difiieult, tor wo ace that the whole 
papulation of Firo Island ia set down aa 77 
It was neceaaary that the paasongera ahould 
havo some place of refuge on shore, and it 
ia astuni.shiiig that in the vicinity of such 
an important seaport as New York prnpar 
ationa liad not been made for tho present 
contingency. Nothing should have been 
left to the good will or the compusaion of 
terror-atrieken people. Although tho Fire 
Islanders acted in a way which those who 
ai'o at home at ease and free from alarm, re- 
gard us most cruel and inhumane, it ia not 
well to judge them too harshly. There, are 
hundreds of thousands that pass' for kind 
and sensible men and women, who, if they 
were in their places, would havo been just 
as unreasonable and as hard-hearted as these 
frenzied Fire Islanders.

EUWARU TURNER'S DEATH. 

His Brother Gives an 'Account of the Fatal 
Accident at Hhawnigau Lake. 

The following letter has been received 
from Mr. A. T. F. Turner, brother of Ed- 
ward Turner, who accidentally shot him- 
self out near Sliawnigan Luke, on .Septem- 
ber .'i. It is of interest, as giving tho cor- 
rect version of just how tho accident hap- 
pened, a point which waa not very well un- 
derstood at tho time of the fatality : 

Coiuii.K Hill, .Sept. 11, 1892. 

DE.\n Sin:— SeoinK a report of niy brother's 
douh in your paper, I thought I would Rive a 
true account ot bis death. Wo have been set- 
tied here for about six months, nnd it appears 
that on Saturday, tho 3rd of September, ho 
went out with a Run nnd dojr for a bit of shoot- 
ing, nnd, in retu ning homc,|ho culled at tho 
houan ot a ni i;.;hbor. .\Ir. Ogm, to see how they 
were. After talking lo them for some limo. lie 
bade tlicm BOOd afternoon and started to KO 
home, when a kltt<:n rai; across the road and 
iindurulOK- He tooli tlio KUa In his loft hand 
by tho barrels, and tiled to poke the kitten out 
'.vith Ihobu'tof the ffmi, when in eomo wav 
tho gun went oil', iho contents entering tho loft 
aide of tho neck and coming out at tho back of 
tho head. Tho gun waa certainly not cocketl 
at tho time. Homust liavo slruck the hammer 
agalLst tho lo)i with sulliciont force lo liavo 
sent the gun oil'. This Is a triio account of hia 
death, word for word. 1 might beg to aiy that 
Mr. Mnrtiiignlo wai in too much of a hurry to 
catch tho down train ti stop to learn the true 
account of the sad accident.

A 
petition had been received asking for tho in- 
formation now supplied. 

The Finance committee recoininended tho 
payment of SKi,.'i74..'!S, in connection with 
tho smallpox station.

Messrs. Pollock it MacNutt, of lower 
Stewiack, Nova Scotia, wrote, asking for 
information as to the whereabouts of a 
carpenter named Boutilier, who left Regina 
for British f^oliimbiii three months ago, 
leaving a wife and family behind him.

Fifth— That as soon as poMiblo a crematory 
be erected for tho purpose of destroying ail 
garbage and night soil.

Ho hoped a crematory would bo 
established for tho disposal of garbage, 
otherwise it would be difficult to handle it. 
There was an objection to the locating of a 
ciemotory, and he hoped that, ponding a 
settlement of this difficult matter, a wharf 
would be provided and night soil t^Icen out 
to deep water. 

Tho report was received and referred to 
the sanitary committee. 

Sanitary Ollioor Bailey reported that 
there waa a general clean-up in 
Chinatown, and hoped that he would 
htivc tho assistance of the Counoil, and 
citizens generally, in enforcing the sanitary 
by-law. 

Referred to Sanitary Committee, Aid. 
Humbor remarking that there waa no 
money on band to do anything. 

"The citizens know .very well," said tlin 
Alderman, ''that wo havo not a cent to do 
anything. Wo aro in a most humiliating 
condition, and if I had my way we would 
all step out. We are like a lot of sohool- 
boya."

The uumea of a lurf;o number 
of young men who are willing to join have 
been obtained and will bo sent on to the 
Department.

moreover, agree to diapense with the grant 
of six dollars per man per year paid, aa a 
>.£encral rule, to all militiamen in Canada.

-volunteers in the city.

A SUeGESTION. 

To Tii^s KniToii : — The disposition of 
night soil and rcfuso ia causing aorioua 
trouble at tho present lime and will con- 
tinue to do ao until tho drainage syatem is 
completed, or a crematory is erected. The 
present trouble can be easily overcome by 
loading tho refuse into false bottom scows,

The chemical engiuo has lieen under- 
going some important additiona under 
Chief Deasy'a direction of late. Two hnrd- 
wood ladders have been arranged to be 
alongside the hand rail; one of them carries 
hooks, and with them tho roof of a two or 
three-story building could be reached by 
going from one window ledge to another. 
The hose couplings have been so arranged 
that tho hose can be laid cither to or from 
a hydrant, and other chnngea made, so that, 
now tho machine ia a complete fire depart- 
ment .in itself. It consists of hook and 
ladder, chemical engine, hydrant hose and 
garden hose, and is the most complete 
machine of tho kind on tho coast, a fact 
which was brought out at the last IHro 
Chiefs' meeting.

Your bouse, from cellar lo garret, must be 
kept acrupnlously clean, especially the cellar, 
which ia most generally neglected, tiivo free 
ontrnnce to air. light and aun. for they arc the 
boat meana of making a house healthy. 

Be particular that tho SOU around your houso 
is not contaminated by atagnant'poois of water 
or animal nnd vegetable refuse. Remove from 
tho vicinity of your house all rubbiah in atato 
of deeonipoailion. Hnrn all filth and refuse, or 
have them removed and buried. 

Kiiipiy. clojn and disinfect all what may bo 
soiled in your house or in its vicinity: cesspools, 
privy pits, walor closels, sinks, drains, KUllcra, 
ninnuie boxes, stables, and other depenilencioa. 
An excellent iiraelice would bo to linie-wasli 
Iho walls and ceilings of the collars, stables, 
and other dcpoudoiicies. 

Have alldcfeuLivo drains renewed or repaired. 

All the preventive measures nuainst Cholera 
aro GUI lined in the following uxiom: V.ii'c 
hid II hill) in a hcaltlijj home. 

It I here ia, in tlio municipality, an iaolnlion 
hospital, house or tent, it ia moat advisable to 
remove tho patient to It. Tho quarantine ot 
your house is thus shortened, us also) tho 
exposure of your family, tbo diainfecllonot the 
houso being then made immediately atler tho 
r.iiiiival of the imlienl. 

It tho patient is not removed lo tho isolation 
liospiiiil, houso or tent, havo your lionao 
Iilneiiided, iind isolate iniiucdiatoly the patient 
with his iiiirse in a separate room, from which 
curtain.s, eariiels and needless fiirnituro havo 
boon ronioved and into which tho physician 
and clorgymau only shall bo adirlttcd. 

All oilier mi-niherH ot the houaeliold must 
remain iiuarantined on the prcmlsea until dia- 
iiUcctioii id m.'ulc, that ia to say : shall not 
leave the lot iipoii whu li the house is situated 
or i)ul IheniselVLsinconiniunicaUonwithpeoplc 
oatside, exci pt with the guardian in attend- 
ance .-it the door, who will do the outside ser- 
vice for I hi! inniati s. 

Doubtful ea'ies of Cholera should bo treated 
as Kenuino cases. 

When Cholera U about, looaonoaa of tho 
bowela should never he overlooked, as diar- 
rL(i!.i either prediuposea individuals to Cholera 
or ia tho llrataymptom ot Cholera itaelf. Thus, 
especially if there are coses of Cholera in tho 
vlolnity, tho slightest attack ot diailrhoaa muat 
bo attended to at once.

7. Chloride ot limp in liowder or in eolution — 
six ounces in a g.illon of water. 

S. .Sulphurous acid by burning tlirco pounds 
of sulphur for each l.O'M cubio feet of space. 

Til-,; above disiutectanta only are recoinniend- 
edbyllio lioard ot Health ot the Province, 
aud it ia in your interest not to put too much 
eonlldcncH In the ao called diainfectants of the 
trade, most of them being merely doodorizera. 

Ulsinfootants No, 2 and No.'8 are used only in 
the general dlfinfeotlon ot tho house arid ita con- 
tenla, which disinfection must alwaya bo mario 
under tho supervision of tho local Hoard of 
Health of the niuiiieipality. 

Is conaidercit infected by cho'.ora : Whalevcr 
has hern aiiiled by the stool.s the voiiiii or ur- 
ine of ebolerio patient, whatever haa remained 
in llie patient's room or hea been in contact 
with his clolliicg or anything that liaa beun 
used by idm, . 

MKTIIODS Of DISINKKCTIO.N-. 

Disinfect immediately everything coming out 
from the patient's room. 

Crockery and utensils must bo washed in 
boiling wate.". Henisins of food, logelherwiih 
rags or liiii;n. if ot llttio value, whii h havo 
l)|.rn used by the patient, iiiust be burned. 

rnderi.-lolliiii!.', sheels, towels, soiled or not 
liy the evarniitioiiH, iiuihl, in the room, be put 
into a lull eonlaiiiing solution No. 1 or No. u. 
to s'ee]) tlieieiii for 1 liours.and then ho washed 
in boiling water. 

'i'ho evaeiialionsot the patient (\ omits, stools 
and urini ), muat be received In a vessel ono- 
lliird full of ono of the solutions No. ijHo. 5, or 
No. li, and immcdiatelv thrown Into the wator- 
cloaeta or privies. It is moat important that 
t lioso evacu,.iion3 bedislnteelcd. forthe.v, more 
than anything olse, contain the Cholera poison. 
As long as tho disease exists, walcr eloaels and 
privy-pits nuist be daily disinftclcd with boIu- 
tion .No. \, No, .I, or No. 0. 

To disinfect thomsolves, persons must wnsli 
tlie whole ot their bodiea with a solution ot car- 
bolic acid: two ounces in a gallon ot water. 
'I'lio nurse shall often wash hIa liands with the 
saiiio solution, particularly before catioK. and 
freiincnlly rinse his month with a BoUition of 
cnrbolic acid; one ounce in a gallon of water. 

To iiurify any place, that has been aniled by 
filth or refuBo, oto.,' sprinkle witli solution No. 
i, No. 5, or No. G. 

'I'b.e body of a person who has died from Chol- 
era niual bo wraiiped in a slieut satiiratid 
with solnlion No. l or No. .'i. and puL in a codln 
with 2 potinds of ehlorido ot lime. Tliu body 
must remain eomiilelely i'olalod in the room 
and ho interred within i;l hours after death. 

No ono is allowed to attend tho funeral or 
huiial except tho clergyman, one nieniber of 
Uio family, the person removing tho body lo 
the ceiiielory, nnd the gravediggor. 

ICvory vehicle used in transporting sneli 
body together with tho outside garinonla of the 
porsQns who have dressed or buried it, muat be 
Immediately disinfected under tho dlrecUou of 
the local Board of nealth. 

After tho death or recovery of tho patient, 
your houso. all tho inmates nnd eU'ccta con- 
tained therein, must bo diainfected under the 
direction of tho local Hoard of Health and 
according lo th-i regulations of the Hoard ot 
Health of the I'rovince. 

Tho (|uarantino of your houso ahall not bo 
rais' rt until ID complete daya after ita disin- 
fection. 

For other information which yon may need, 
apiily to tho Health tjllleor or aecrctary- 
Treasurer of your municipality. 

Jlako it your special duty, in your interest 
as well as in the interest of tbo whole com- 
munity, to atrletly follow tho inalrnetiona 
which aro given out to you, and to help, by 
your co-operation, tho WOCk of tho sanitary 
aul borilies. ' - ' "' ■

disohargos aiiceessively showing tho rice water 
fchfttftcteristics, voiiiiting. cramps, exhaustion 
and fall of tho temporal uro (algid stage), 
now Tooi'i'osi-; ciioi.r.HA. 

When a case of cholera declares ilsnlf in your 
houHohold notify iiiinicdiately tho Health Of- 
llci-r or tho Secrolary-Trcasnror ot your muni- 
pality. aupll

Objectionable Tenants on View Street 
to bo Cleared Out of Their 
Pi^esent Homes. • 



United Action of Different Parties 
Interested Will Besaifc in a 
Chang'e Being' Made. 



From time to timo (luring tho past few 
months complaints have been made to tho 
police, aud to tho city council as wcllj 
about a number of disreputable houses on 
View street, between Douglas and Quadra, 
which houses were claimed to be an intoler- 
able nuisance. At almost every meeting 
of tho city council the question has been 
discussed, with generally the same result — 
the complaints are referred to the police 
committee, and that euds them for tho time 
being. 

liut a new method of abating the nui 
sauce is now to bo tried. Tiie complain- 
ants say they will push the matter to the 
extremily and they have already taken 
steps which will iirobably be productive of 
aoino retulta. Tlio police have been in- 
flti'ucted that they imiat "clear the hoiiBca 
out,'' and if they only carry out the in- 
structions they have received there is every 
reason to believe they will succeed in their 
object. 

The plan proposed is somewhat as fol- 
lows : The inmates ot tho houses referred 
to will bo seen, and told that thoy must 
leave tho street within 30 days. At tho 
end of that time, tho police are to institute 
a regular system of semi-weekly raids, 
when all the ilemi-mondc and their male 
visitors will bo taken in charge and brought 
up in duo course before the police magis- 
trate. Besides this, the street will bo re- 
gularly patrolled by special constables, who 
will have orders to arrest every person seen 
going into the reaorls on a charge of fre- 
quenting a house of ill-fame. 

The first raid in accordance with the 
above programme was made last night, very 
much to the surprise of some of the keepers 
and inmates, as well id lo thetntenso aston- 
ishment of several' io'dividuals who were 
made prisoners in tho' h'quses. Tho young 
men, when searched ar ihe police station, 
could only show ' pp the total sum of 05c. 
One of them had ' ten ' cents, another had 
four bit piece nnd an American 
nickel, wdiile the others hadn't a "bean," 
riie fallen women pitherod into tho fold 
were Minnie ISutler, keeper of 17 View 
.street, ami Xetlie I'aia.st^ll, an inmate. 
Uiihy U'illanl, keejicr of 17,!^ View street, 
was cathered in with fjiiiu Taylor and 
Wilson, inmates. ^ .Jennie iJavia, of-l.T View 
street, was alan vi.xiicil and taken in charge, 
along with Carrie Ifasliiigs, an iiimivle. 
Mattio Davis, keeper of ■!!! View street, 
tared the same way, iijul ns the jiil was full, 
further visits were ilefei red until tn-night. 

Needless to say theie ia eonsiderablo agi- 
tation and excitement among tho women, 
who say if they are ihiveii out of View 
treet, they don't know where to go. One 
of those who waa taken to the police station 
aat evening declatoa that wlieu she moved 
from Kane into View street, only a month 
ago, she was assured by the police she would 
not bo nioleated except for the semi annual 
raid, which the women say they look upon 
na a visit from the eily ofricials to collect 
their s. 

It ia worthy of note lhat the present raid 
ia the lirat one for some time in which tho 
priaoner.s have been locked up in tho police 
station for the night. They are asking 
theiiiaeU'cs, " What doca it mean?"
